FEDERATION CRITICS. 

The Chicago convention of the 
Federatkm of Catholic Societies 
baa brought that organization into 
pretty general discussion by the 
Catholic and the so-called Catholic 
press— unfortunately it moat be 
admitted we have the latter. That 
the action of the convention, as 
well as its inaction, should be criti- 
dsed is proper, and even beneficial 
for it is by criticism in a fair spirit 
that shortcomings are pointed out 
and remedied, new ideas developed 
and aucceaa attained. Too much 
aeems to have been expected of the 
convention by most of its critics 
Its as yet unorganized state, indefi- 
nite and misunderstood purposes, 
lack of facilities, incomplete infor- 
mation, and other defects and ob- 
stacles of newly forming organiza 
tions composed of divtrs daaaes, 
nationalities, associations, intended 
to represent the many sections ol 
this vast country, seem to be over- 
looked. It was expected to take 
up, discuss and point out a remedy 
for varied grievances, real or imagi 
nary, of all Catholics in this coun 
try; to define and declare the Cath- 
olic position on all public questions 
Because it did not it is condemned 
by some as a failure, by others as 
imbecile. What it did is disappoint 
ing to such. But this class of 
critics at least are respectful, hope 
ful and offer auggeationa and ad 
vice, moat of which are wholly 
beyond the sphere and powers of 
the Federation, and to attempt 
which would be to encroach upon 
the prerogatives and jurisdiction of 
the hierarchy and even the Papacy. 
They are, however, entitled to 
their <^nion8, which diould be 
respected and considered in the 
spirit of courtesy and good intent. 

Those who ridicule and condemn 
the Federation for what it did as 
well as did not; who misrepresent 
its purposes, asperse the motives of 
its promoters, soon develop their 
true character as well as motive in 
so doing, and they show they are 
neither .Catholic in character nor 
are their motives for the Catholic 
good. Their dogan is that the 
Federation is only a political organ- 
ization under a Catholic guise; thaj 
its approval or disapproval, or ita 
failure to approve or dUMpprove 
the policy or acts of the Govern- 
ment, or of certain laws and prac- 
tices, alleged or real, were due to 
political partiality or political ani- 
mus. And before they conclude 
we find they regard and speak of 
the Oovemment, public oflidals, 
priests, hierarchy and the Papacy 
in the same strain. Indeed every- 
one who does not coincide with 
them, from the Pope down to the 
lay delegate of the Federation oon> 
vention, is prompted by sinister 
political motives or deluded by 
political schemes for the further- 
ance of political ends instead of 
Catholic interests, remedying of 



Catholic grievances or the protec- 
tion of Catholic rights. Thus the 
Federation is controlled by poli- 
ticians; Archbishop Ireland is a 
"priest-politician;" the Bishops 
and priests who are promoting the 
Federation are "smaller priest-poli- 
ticians," who "dominate the gath- 
ering of blind believers" to indorse 
and carry out the schemes of the 
adminiatration, which baa fooled 
the Pope and Cardinals into an 
agreement for ' despoiling the 
Church and proselyting the Catho- 
lics in the Pfailipirinca. Of oourae 
the statements of the Papacy-, hier- 
archy. Government officials and 
authorities on these subjects and 
their i^tus are ^^nored, tabooed. 
The non-Catholic, even anti- Catho- 
lic reports, of the news agencies, 
assertions of p(diticians and parti- 
san press, are the bases upon which 
this position is assumed, and a 
tirade of ridicule, abuse and denun 
dation heaped upon everything 
and everybody Catholic and Amer- 
ican, especially those in position 
whose right and duly it is to know 
the truth and speak with authority. 

These are the so-called Catholic 
press. They are not only wholly un- 
reliable on Catholic mutters, but are 
a source of mischief and detriment 
to the Catholic church and people. 
Catholic papers should be Catholic 
first and in all things. In common 
with all dtisens, it is proper that 
they should have political prefer- 
ences and advocate them, but never 
at variance with Catholic truth, 
duty and right. Not a few of 
them, however, are more partisan 
than Catholic, subverting Catbo- 
lidty — which seems but a cloak — 
disregarding all reapect for Church 
or other authority, laying aside all 
but pretensions of truth and 
decency, they make politics and 
any poUtioal sdieme their diief and 
first object. As one usually meas- 
ures all by bis own standard, nat- 
urally these saintly non-politicians 
condemn the Federadion, priests, 
hierarchy and the Pope as politi- 
dans and tools of politicians. 

The Federation will survive and 
grow despite such critics. It is 
deserving of credit for what it did 
at the convention, and proved its 
wise discretion and that it realised 
its true position by not doing most 
of what it is condemned for not 
doing; for not attempting to en 
croadi beyond its ^here; for not 
indulging in groundless approval 
or insane denunciatiou of measures, 
parties and persons on no better 
authority than the ranting of polit- 
ical demagogues and the at least 
questionable press reports. The 
worst charge against them — that 
they heeded the Pope and hier- 
archy — is certainly commendable 
to them as Catholics. Let them 
adhere to that line as the only true 
and safe course.
